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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on November 8, 2004 has been entered and made of record. 

2. In view of applicant's amendment, the double patenting rejection is withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-7, with respect to claims 41-45, 49-51 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 41-45, 49-51 have been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the essential 
difference from the prior art is embedding a visually perceptible watermark in an image by 
matching the Fourier amplitude spectrum of a carrier image to the Fourier amplitude spectrum of 
the imaging system noise. These features in combination with the other elements of the claim 
and the base claim are not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record.
